only province confronting the rising 
cost of education; Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba are faced with the same 
problem as we can see by following 
the daily papers, 

We found we had to increase the 
Municipal mill rate by three mills, 
the only rate over which the Council 
has any control, all other rates being 
required from us by requisition, the 
Council having to levy and collect for 
game, 

It seems that each year there are 
more and more public services re- 
quired that have to be charged again- 
st the Municipal Account. We often 
wonder what may happen if we ever 
run into a bad year or two, It cer- 
tainly would seriously effect our 
public works program. 

However, for 1946, considering the 
crop year, our collections have been 
gratifying, being 98.44% of the cur- 
rent levy compared with 114,46% in 
1945 and 140.02% in 1944, the former 
two years being abnormal, 

The operating for the year 1046 
resulted in an exceas of expenditure 
over revenue of $2,293.00 as compar- 
ed with an excess of expenditure over 
revenue of approximately $33,000.00 
in 1945 and $25,000.00 in 1944. If we 
had received our grant of $10,000 in 
December instead of January 1947 
we would have had an excess of rev- 
enue over expenditure amounting to 
$7,707.00 

Our staff have had a very ‘heavy 
year, as you may remember we had a 
general assesament in 1945 to take 
effect in 1947, with the result the 
office work was increased enormous- 
ly. We held our court of revision in 
April and dealt with around 700 com- 
plaints sitting two days each at 
Irma, Edgerton, Chauvin and Wain- 
wright and a few days at Wain- 
wright summing up on the data col- 
lected on the various complaints, 

Later during the summer several 
members of the Alberta Assessment 
Commission sat in Wainwright to 
consider the 25 or 30 appeals against 
our decisions. The result after every- 
thing was finished was an increase 
of approximately $83,000.00 in the

Oil Company's “wildcat” well near 
Leduc on Thursday, February 13, to 
open up wonderful possibilities of a 
new oil field discovery in Alberta, 
Leduc No, 1, as the well has been 
named, is located about 12 miles 
northwest of Leduc or 16 miles 
southwest of Edmonton. According 
to officials the results are encourag- 
ing and Imperial Oil is hopeful of 
developing a commercial oil field in 
the Plains of Alberta, Their hopes, 
however, are tempered with the 
knowledge that favorable indica- 
tions, such as have been encountered, 
can quickly dissipate under contin- 
uous production tests and the drill- 
ing of additional wells. Leduc No, 2,

Millions for Search 

The search for oil is an. expensive 
business that takes a long time to 
pay off, Imperial Oil has been ex- 
ploring for oil and gas in Western 
Canada since 1918 with intensified 


250, in exploration and the. drill- 
ing test or “wildcat” wells, Ledu 
is the first to shoW definitely 
hopeful results in 114 test wells which 
have involved drilling a total of 
510,000 feet at a cost of seven million 
dollars, 

Months of arduous scientific work 
precede the actual drilling of any oil 
well, successful or otherwise, Geol- 
ogists make a careful examination of 
rock and other surface exposures 
that might give a clue to under- 
ground formations with evidence of 
the possible presence of oil, The his- 
tory of any previous drilling in the 
vicinity is also studied and occasion- 
ally shallow test holes are drilled to 
obtain samples of formations, In re- 
cent years setsmographs have been 
used extensively as a means of de- 
tecting subsurface structures. This 
method is particularly useful on the 
plains where there is a scarcity of 
surface rock exposures, 

With some knowledge of the form- 
ation, seismic parties work on the 
principal of the velocity of sound to 
prepare a map of structural layers 
under the ground. Miniature earth- 
quakes are created by detonating 
charges of dynamite and tracing the 
course and speed of the waves as 
they pass through the various layers 
under the surface. Knowing the 
distance between the explosion and 
the delicate seismograph instrument, 
the depth of each layer can be clos- 
ely estimated as well as the distance 
to the solid bed of granite which un- 
derlies all surface layers and forms 


the core“ of the earth. 


_ When the maps indicate a bulge 


or hump in the underground layers 
which may be favorable for the ac- 
cumulation of oil or natural gas be- 
neath, study is intensified in that 
particular area, If hopes of the pres- 
ence of gas and oil are strengthened 
by further evidence, a decision is 
made to drill a test well, With this 
decision to drill comes the question 
of location. ä 

If this pocket“ or bulge does 
contain oil from the surrounding 


porous limestone, it probably also 


contains salt water and gas. Natur- 
ally the oil is above the water with 
the gas at the crest of the bulge, If 
the well is to flow freely and elimin- 
ate expensive pumping equipment 
great care must be taken to conserve 
the natural gas. Providing the shaft 
can be sunk directly into the oil bed 
the pressure of the gas above will 
force the oil to the surface. 
Begin Drilling 

After careful consideration and 
choice of the best location by exper- 
ienced geologists a crew is moved in 
and the actual drilling begins. Sam- 
ples are taken at regular intervals 


and compared with maps and infor- 


mation supplied by the surface par- 
ties. The samples are also studied 
for further information to confirm 
or deny the expectations of geolo- 
gists, 

During drilling operations mud 
and water are pumped into the drill 
pipe, forced through the bit and up

©! the mud pit. When samples and the 


depth of the well indicate that the 
prospective oil bed has been reached, 
further tests are made and if these 
are sufficiently encouraging drilling 
is stopped. A steel casing is lowered 
into the hole, cement pumped down 
the inside and up around the outside 
of the ca*ing to seal it into the well. 
Following this operation the cement 
cap at the bottom of the casing is 
drilled through to open up the oil 
bed once more, During all these op- 
erations the well casing is full of 
mud and water, the pressure of which 
continues to work against the pres- 
sure of the gas below the earth’s 
surface to prevent the well from 
“kicking in.” Preparations are made 
to control the flow (if it comes) and 
divert it to separation and storage 
tanks. 
Final Test 

This was the point that had been 
reached at Leduc No, 1 the day that 
newspaper reporters, radio men and 
other interested parties were invit- 
ed by the Imperial Oil Company to 
sit in on the fateful proceedings, 
“Swabbing” operations, or the re- 
moval of mud and water from the 
well, had started in the morning and 
it was expected that the well would 
kick in about noon if calculations 
were right and hopes justified. Un- 
fortunately a cable on the swabber 
was broken and while those in the 
official party waited for several 
hours for repairs to be made, rumor

Some profit to the individual 
comes from a génerous rent paid by 
the oil company for use of the land 
as long as it is needed if you do not 
own the mineral rights. If you do 
own them and the company consid- 
ers your land a good location for a 
well, you can sell your rights and re- 
tain a royalty on any production as 
well as collect surface rent for the 
property used, If you own your own 
mineral rights oil companies usually 
pay a 12%% royalty which is one 
barrel in eight of all oll taken from 
the well, -
